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Compliance Guidelines for NU Boosters 


The University of Nebraska Athletic Department takes great pride in abiding by the National Collegiate Athletic Association (NCAA) and 
the Big 12 Conference rules and guidelines that govern Division | competition. For the benefit of the many alumni, fans and booster club 
members who are so active in supporting and assisting the Huskers throughout the year, we would like to remind everyone of a few 
definitions and rules that apply to all athletic representatives and boosters 


NCAA Principles 

Institutional Control 

lt is the responsibility of the University of Nebraska to control its 
intercollegiate athletic program in compliance with the rules and regulations 
of the NCAA, 


Responsibility 
The University of Nebraska's responsibility for the conduct of its program 


includes responsibility for the actions of its staff members and for the 
actions of any other individual, booster or organization engaged in activities 
promoting the athletic interests of the institution 


Compliance 

The University of Nebraska must monitor its program to assure compliance 
and to identify and report to the NCAA instances in which compliance has 
not been achieved. An institution found to have violated NCAA rules is 
subject to disciplinary and corrective actions as determined by the NCAA. 


NCAA Definitions 

Athleti presentative/Booster 

You are considered to be a University of Nebraska athletic representative 
if you: 

bAre a present or past member of a University of Nebraska booster club or 
agency that promotes the Huskers’ intercollegiate athletic program; 
Have made financial contributions to the athletic department or to an 
athletic booster organization of the University of Nebraska; 

bAre, or have been, providing benefits (e.g., summer jobs, meals etc.) to 
enrolled student-athletes, their family members or friends; 

bAre, or have been involved in any manner of promoting the University of 
Nebraska intercollegiate athletic program, 


Please note; Once an individual is identified as an athletic representative. 
that person retains that identity indefinitely. The University of Nebraska 
is ultimately responsible for the acts of all “representatives of athletic 
interests” in relation to NCAA rules and regulations. 


Pro ive Student-Athlet 

A prospective student-athlete is a student who has started classes for 
the ninth grade or above, including students in prep schools and junior 
colleges as well as students who have officially withdrawn from a four-year 
institution and plan to transfer to another institution, In addition, a student 
who has not started classes for the ninth grade becomes a prospective 
student-athlete if the institution or a booster provides the individual or the 
individual's relatives or friends with any financial assistance or benefits that 
the institution does not provide to prospective students in general. A good 
rule of thumb is to treat ALL STUDENTS as prospects. 


Student-Athlete 

A student-athlete is a student whose enrollment was solicited by a member 
of the athletic staff or other representative of athletic interests with a view 
toward the student's ultimate participation in the intercollegiate athletic 
program. 


Contact 

A contact is any face-to-face encounter between a prospect, or the 
prospect's parent or legal guardian, and an institutional staff member or 
athletic representative during which any dialogue occurs 


Recruiting 

Recruiting is any solicitation of a prospect or a prospect's family member 
Cor guardian) by an institutional staff member or by athletic representative 
of the institution, for the purpose of securing the prospect's enrollment and 
ultimate participation in the institution's intercollegiate athletic program. 


Guidelines and Reminders for Boosters 

»A booster may not contact the prospect, prospect's coach, principal or 
counselor in an attempt to evaluate or recruit the prospect. 

»A booster may not expend funds to entertain or provide transpartation for 
a prospective student-athlete, family members or friends. 

bA booster may not become directly or indirectly involved in making 
arrangements for a prospect, or the prospect's relative or friends to receive 
money or financial aid of any kind. 

+A booster may not contact a prospective student-athlete through letter 
writing, telephone calling or other forms of communication. 


However, here are a few ways that a Husker booster may be involved: 
+Do discuss summer employment opportunities with a prospect after he/ 
she has signed a National Letter of Intent with the University of Nebraska. 
Do attend high school athletic events without contacting prospective 
student-athletes. 

+Do continue existing friendships with families and friends of prospective 
student-athletes. 

bDo send recommendation letters, newspaper clippings or similar 
information about prospective student-athletes to Husker coaches 


Extra Benefit Guidelines and Reminders for Boosters 

Extra Benefit 

An extra benefit is any special arrangement by an institutional employee 
or an athletic representative to provide a student-athlete or the student- 
athlete's relative or friend a benefit not expressly authorized by NCAA 
legislation. 

Boosters may not provide any special arrangement considered to be an 
extra benefit by NCAA definition. Examples of extra benefits include but 
are not limited to: 

bProviding cash or loans of any amount: 

Signing or co-signing for a loan or other forms of financial assistance; 
»Providing the use of a telephone to make local or long distance calls; 
>Transporting a student-athlete or providing the use of a vehicle; 
»Providing free or reduced rent housing; 

Giving gifts of any kind (i.e. birthday, Christmas, Valentine's Day); 
bPromising a student-athlete postgraduate education or employment, 
+Offering free services (ie. clothing, airline tickets, laundry, car repair. 
haircuts, restaurant meals); 

bProviding payment to a student-athlete for a booster club speaking 
engagement: 

bProviding employment for relatives or friends. 


Here are a few ways that a Husker booster may help: 

»Do invite a student-athlete to participate in non-profit, charitable or 
educational events, 

>Do invite a student-athlete into your home for an occasional meal. 

>Do contact the NU Athletic Compliance Office for approval prior to a 
student-athlete engaging in outside speaking or promotional activities. 
+Do pay a student-athlete the commensurate rate for actual and legitimate 
employment.

The Big 12 Conference 


A decade of excellence and future promise 
converge for the Big 12 Conference on Feb. 
25, 2004. 

The Big 12 celebrates the 10-year mark of 
its founding — Feb. 25, 1994 — and remains 
dedicated to celebrating the student-athletes, 
competitive excellence, scholarship, 
sportsmanship and competitive equity. 

Dedicated to achieving the highest goals 
in the integration of academic and athletic 
endeavors, Baylor, Colorado, lowa State, 
Kansas, Kansas State, Missouri, Nebraska, 
Oklahoma, Oklahoma State, Texas, Texas 
A&M, and Texas Tech combined forces in 
1994, and formed the Big 12 Conference 
— a league covering seven states and 
encompassing over 40 million people. 

The conference pays particular attention 
to sportsmanship and a level field of play 
for the 4,500-plus student-athletes in 21 
sports. Those competing and coaching in 
the Big 12 seek maximum training on the 
fields and courts as well as in the classroom 
and community. 

Along with this competitive excellence, 
scholarship has been and continues to be 
a point of emphasis with the Big 12. There 
are 19 academic honor teams (first and 
second units), and the semiannual Commissioner's Honor Roll 
salutes student-athletes who have achieved 3.0 averages (four- 
point grading scale) in the semester previous to the announcement. 
Annually, nearly 100 student-athletes from the league make these 
teams with perfect 4.0 grade-point averages. 

Each member institution also nominates a male or female student- 
athlete for one of the prestigious Big 12 Conference postgraduate 
scholarships at the end of the academic year. More than 70 aspiring 
scholars have received almost $400,000 in financial aid during the 
first six years of the program. 

Sportsmanship has been an item high on the Big 12 agenda 
since Commissioner Kevin Weiberg became the league's third 
chief executive in December 1998. The Conference developed and 
maintained a Sportsmanship Statement that applies to all student- 
athletes, coaches and administrators throughout the league. The 
Big 12 also honors one male and female student-athlete each year 
as Big 12 Sportsperson of the Year. 

The level playing field for participants in all Big 12 sports also 
figures into competitive equity. This does not deny the potential 
for national team champions in any sport but seeks to provide an 
avenue in which up-and-coming student-athletes can display their 
top individual talents within the framework of conference and NCAA 
sport guidelines. 

Big 12 schools and the conference office seek to provide national- 
class facilities for all levels of league championships, postseason 
tournaments and NCAA venues. They utilize Big 12 campus sites as 
well as buildings such as Kansas City’s Kemper Arena, Arrowhead 
Stadium and Municipal Auditorium, Houston's Reliant Stadium, San 
Antonio's Alamodome, St. Louis’ Edward Jones Dome, Irving's Texas 
Stadium, Oklahoma City's SBC Bricktown Ballpark, The Ballpark 
in Arlington, Dallas’ American Airlines Center and Reunion Arena, 
among others. 

Not only has the Big 12 fostered a spirit of conviviality and 
excitement with newfound rivalries, but the conference organization 
has given rise to several related, cooperative ventures with Big 
12 cities, libraries, campus security organizations, chambers of 
commerce, tourism/visitors bureaus, information exchanges, sports 
medicine associations and campus public information offices, among 
others.

The Ethel S. Abbott Sports Complex is located 1 1/2 miles north 
of Cornhusker Highway on 70th Street and is on the northeast 
edge of the city of Lincoln. To reach it from the Lincoln Municipal 
Airport, turn right on Northwest 12th Street as you drive out of 
the airport. Northwest 12th Street becomes Cornhusker Highway. 
Follow Cornhusker Highway east until 70th Street. Make a left turn 
onto 70th Street and follow it 1 1/2 miles north. 

From Omaha's Eppley Airfield, follow the signs to downtown 
Omaha and |!-480 south. Take !-480 west to |-80, then take 1-80 
west to Lincoln. Take the 56th Street exit and follow south 1/4 
mile, make a left turn onto Arbor Street, follow 1 1/4 miles to 70th 
Street, then make a right-hand turn onto 70th Street. The Abbott 
Sports Complex is 1/4 mile ahead on the left.

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Rules of the Game 


Game Basics 

Game Length: An NCAA soccer game is 90 
minutes, consisting of two halves of 45 minutes. 
The half time interval is 10 minutes, If at the end 
of regulation time the score is tied, the teams will 
play up to two extra periods of 10 minutes each. 
If at the end of two 10-minute overtime periods 
the score remains tied, the game is declared a tie. 
In NCAA Tournament play, there is a maximum 
of two 10-minute overtime periods. If the score 
remains tied at the end of two overtime periods, a 
round of five penalty kicks for each team follows. 
If the contest is still tied, then the match goes to 
sudden victory penalty kicks. 


Starting the Game: The game is started by a 
kickoff, which requires a player to kick the ball 
into the opponent's half of the field. A goal may 
not be scored directly from a kickoff. Kickoffs 
are used to restart the game after a goal or any 
half time or overtime interval, 


Ball In and Out of Play: The ball is designated out 
of play when the entire ball has crossed outside 
the entire boundary line. The ball is put back into 
play by a corner kick, a goal kick or a throw-in. 


Scoring: A goal is scored when the whole of 
the ball has passed over the goal line, between 
the goal posts and under the crossbar, provided 
it has not been intentionally thrown or carried by 
an attacking player. 


Offside: A player is in an offside position if that 
player is nearer to the opponent's goal line than 
the ball, unless the player is in her own half of the 
field of play, or there are at least two opponents 


as near to their own goal line as the opposing 


The Pitch: 
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player. A player shall be declared offside and 
penalized for being in an offside position only if 
at the moment the ball touches or is played by 
a teammate, the player is, in the opinion of the 
referee, interfering with play, or seeking to gain 
an advantage by being in that position. 


Number of Players: The game is played by two 
teams of 11 players each, one of whom Is the 
goalkeeper. 


Substitutions: Either team can substitute up to 
11 players at a time. Either team may substitute 
on a goal kick, corner kick, after a goal has been 
scored, between periods, when a player has been 
cautioned, when a player has been ordered off 
the field for an equipment change and in the event 
of an injury. 


Violations and Misconducts: A player shall 
be penalized if she intentionally handles the 
ball, holds or pushes an opponent, violent or 
dangerous charging, fouling a goalkeeper or any 
dangerous play. A player shall be penalized if that 
player intentionally spits, kicks, strikes, attempts 
to kick or strike, uses blood or bleeding injuries 
improperly against an opponent or jumps at an 
opponent. 


Soccer Terminology 

Caution (Yellow Card): A disciplinary action 
taken by the referee, signaled with a yellow card 
and officially recorded, against a player guilty of 
misconduct. A second offense warrants ejection 
from the match (red card). 


Corner Kick: A direct free kick taken from a 
corner area by a member of the attacking team

if the ball goes out-of-bounds across a goal 
line and was last touched by a member of the 
defending team. 


Defender: Players forming the last line of 
defense, immediately in front of the goalkeeper. 
Their main job is to repel attacks on goal. 
Defenders are also called fullbacks. 


Direct Free Kick: A free kick that may score a 
goal directly; that is, without the ball first being 
touched by another player. Also a specific penalty 
called for fouls and misconduct. 


Dropped Ball: A dropped ball is used to restart 
the game after a temporary stoppage in play due 
to an infraction other than a foul. The referee 
drops the ball onto the ground between two 
opposing players. Play restarts when the ball 
touches the ground. 


Ejection (Red Card): Sending a player off the 
field. A disciplinary action taken by the referee, 
signaled with a red card and offically recorded, 
against a player quilty of a personal foul or 
handballing. Usually results in expulsion from at 
least one future match 


Forwards: Players who function primarily in 
the attacking third of the field and whose main 
responsibility is to score goals. 


Free Kick: A placekick awarded to a team when 
a player of the opposing team is penalized. A free 
kick is either a direct kick, called for a serious 
offense, or an indirect kick, called for a minor 
infraction. Players on the offending team must 
remain 10 yards away from the ball until it is put

Fullbacks: Players forming the last line of 
defense, immediately in front of the goalkeeper. 
Their main job is to repel attacks on goal, At 
Nebraska, fullbacks are called defenders. 


Goal: The eight-yard-wide by eight-foot-high area 
into which field players must send the ball into 
in order to score. Two goalposts, a crossbar 
and netting form the goal, which is positioned 
midway along each goal line and extends beyond 
the official playing field. 


Goalkeeper: The team's last line of defense. 
Primary responsibility is to prevent the opponent's 
ball from entering the goal fora score. The only 
player allowed to use her hands, provided she is 
within the penalty area 


Goal Kick: A placekick taken from the goal area 
by a member of the defending team when the ball 
goes out-of-bounds across the goal line and was 
last touched by a member of the attacking team 
or when it goes straight into the defenders’ goal 
after a kickoff. All opposing players must stay 
outside the penalty area until the ball is in play. A 
goal cannot be scored directly from a goal kick. 


Goal Line: The boundary line at each end of 
the field. When the ball completely crosses 
the goal line between the goalposts and under 
the crossbar, a goal is scored. When the ball 
completely crosses the goal line elsewhere, play 
is stopped and restarted either by a corner kick 
or a goal kick. 


Halfway Line: The line drawn across the center 
of the field, parallel with the goal line, and 
separating the attacking and defending zones. 
Also called the center line. 


Handballing: A major violation, the intentional 
use of the hands other than by a goalkeeper. The 
penalty is a direct free kick. 


Indirect Free Kick: A free kick that cannot score 
a goal without the ball first being touched by a 
player other than the kicker, It is also a specific 
penalty called for minor infractions. 


Kickoff: A placekick taken from the center spot 
to start the match and the second half or restart 
play after a goal has been scored. Opposing 
players must remain outside of the center circle 
until the ball is in play. A goal may not be scored 
directly from a kickoff. 


Linesmen: The two officials who assist the 
referee. The linesmen patrol the touchlines 
and carry flags to signal the referee when a ball 
has gone out-of-bounds. or an offside or a foul 
has been committed that the referee might not 
have seen. 


Midfielders: Players who function primarily 
in the central part of the field and whose main 
responsibility is to link the defense and the attack. 
There are three types of midfielders; defending.

Obstruction: Deliberately impeding the progress 
of an opponent instead of playing the ball. The 
penalty is an indirect free kick. 


Offside: A player is offside if she is between her 
opponent's goal line and the ball at the moment 
the ball is played unless she is in her own half 
of the field, at least two opponents (including 
the goalkeeper) are nearer their own goal line 
than she is or she received the ball directly from 
a corner kick, goal kick, throw-in or drop-ball 
situation. The penalty is an indirect free kick. 


Penalty Area: An 18-by-44-yard area located 
directly in front of each goal. The goalkeeper may 
handle the ball in this area, and penalty kicks are 
taken from here. 


Penalty Kick: A direct free kick taken from the 
penalty spot. It is awarded to the attacking team 
if a defender commits a major offense within her 
own penalty area. Except for the goalkeeper, who 
must remain stationary between the goalposts on 
her own goal line while the kick is being taken, 
all players must be outside of the penalty area 
and at least 10 yards from the penalty spot until 
the ball is in play. 


Pitch: The traditional name for the soccer field.

Referee: The official in complete charge of a 
soccer match. The referee is assisted by two 
linesmen. 


Save: A successful effort by the goalkeeper to 
prevent a possible score by stopping or deflecting 
a ball aimed at the goal. 


Striker: Players who function primarily in the 
attacking third of the field and whose main 
responsibility is to score goals. Strikers are 
also called forwards. 


Throw-In: The method of putting the ball back 
into play after it has gone out-of-bounds over the 
touchline. A member of the opposing team that 
last touched the ball must throw it onto the field 
from over her head, using both hands and keeping 
a part of each foot on the ground either behind or 
on the touchline. The ball is thrown in from the 
point where it went out-of-bounds. A goal cannot 
be scored directly from a throw-in. 


Touchlines: The boundary lines at each side 
of the field. If a ball goes completely over the 
touchline, play is stopped and restarted by a 
throw-in from the place where it went out-of- 
bounds. Touchlines are also called sidelines. 


Wall: A human barrier of at least three players 
used to aid the goalkeeper in defending against 
free kicks, when they are specifically so awarded. 
Players may line up 10 or more yards from the 
ball to form a barrier between the kicker and 
the goal.

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Huskers Set High Expectations for 2003 


The Nebraska soccer team enters its 10th 
season with excitement and great expectations. 
The Huskers return a young team for the 2003 
season, with Christy Harms being the only senior 
on the NU roster. 

While the team is young, the returning 
players have competed at the highest level, 
and the incoming class was named the No, 
8 recruiting class in the country by Soccer 
America. 

"The goal again will be to try to get to the 
Final Four and try to win Big 12 championships 
and a national championship.” Coach John 
Walker said. “We have a lot of talent. It is just 
a younger group. | think there is really good 
potential, and | think the incoming group will be 
really strong, so the goals will be the same. We 
want to try to win both Big 12 Championships as 
well as the national championship. We know it is 
hard and there are a lot of other good teams out 
there. but that is our goal.” 

While last season's Huskers relied greatly 
on current WUSA starters Christine Latham 
and Breanna Boyd, the 2002 freshmen became 
a staple in the starting lineup and proved to be 
a valuable asset at the end of the season. The 
team endured some growing pains during the 
early part of the year, showing inconsistency at 
times, but the Huskers were resilient throughout 
and peaked at the perfect point in the season. 
Nebraska won its fifth Big 12 Tournament title 
and made it to the NCAA Sweet 16 for the 
seventh consecutive year, 

The underclassmen in 2002 consistently 
improved and made major strides during the 
2003 spring season. Walker will look for the 
incoming freshmen to have the same kind of 
impact with a quick learning curve to continue 
Nebraska's drive as one of the nation’s elite 
soccer programs. 

“The way | look at it is that their goal is to 
come in and be an impact player, and if they 
can be an impact player, they have an excellent 
chance to start and play,” Walker said, “The 
benefit of young players playing is that it means 
they are good and have exceptional talent. The 
thing you have to be a little cautious of is the 
experience and inconsistency that also comes 
with younger players,” 

Harms and juniors Jenna Cooper, Lindsey 
Ingram and Brooke Bredenberg will carry the 
responsibility of leading this young team and 
teaching them throughout the season. 

Harms returns to the Huskers as the 2002 
Big 12 Tournament defensive most valuable 
player. She helped the NU defense hold 
opponents to just two goals in three games at 
last year's leaque tournament. Cooper was a 
key to Nebraska's success all over the field last 
season and has picked up valuable experience 
playing for the U.S, Under-21 National Team 
during the spring and summer, 

The upperclassmen have big shoes to fill, 
with the loss of Latham. Boyd, Kori Saunders 
and Leah Lamale. Latham had the greatest 
career of any soccer player in Nebraska history. 
The three-year Hermann M.A.C. trophy finalist 
and NSCAA All-American is Nebraska's all-time 
leading scorer with 167 career points, as well as 


the school leader in goals (69), game-winning 
goals (23), multiple-goal games (17) and shots 
(400), 

Boyd was drafted higher than any other 
Husker player in WUSA history, as she was 
the eighth overall selection in the first round 
by the defending champion Carolina Courage. 
She started 71 career games for the Huskers 
and helped Nebraska post a 0.86 goals-against 
average with 14 shutouts in 2002. Boyd was 
named an NSCAA First-Team Academic All- 
American last season. She was also a first-team 
all-central region pick for three consecutive 
seasons. 

“The outgoing seniors were a very talented 
and very charismatic group.” Walker said. 
“They were strong players but also had strong 
personalities. Two of them start professionally, 
so obviously the level of play was outstanding. 
Statistically they were very strong and as you 
go through the group, there was a lot of all- 
conference, all-region and All-America honors. 
They won a lot of games here and provided great 
leadership." 

Leadership will be the biggest necessity for 
the 2003 squad, and Harms and Cooper are the 
most likely candidates to provide it. 

According to Walker, one of the greatest 
assets of the 2003 team is the versatility at 
every position as well as an overall improvement 
in the defense. The Huskers could play several 
lineups as the season progresses, because the 
strength of this team will be the variety of skills 
and assortment of positions each athlete brings 
to the table. 

“L think the strongest part of the team is that 
from an individual defending standpoint, | think it 
is the strongest we've been." Walker said. “The 
other thing is from a skills standpoint, | think we 
are much better, The team speed is outstanding 
and the dynamics of this team are excellent.” 


Goalkeeper 

Bredenberg will be a key 
returnee for the Huskers as 
a goalkeeper and as a leader, 
The junior made the move 
from the midfield to the net 
during the spring season and 
had an impressive showing, 
not conceding a goal to a 
collegiate team. 

“Brooke obviously had 
an excellent spring,” Walker 
said. “She is experienced, 
brave, is good in the air and 
with the ball at her feet and 
understands systematically 
how we play, ” 

Freshman Katie Wright is 
a 5-10 goalkeeper and brings 
great in-goal experience as 
a member of the Cal South 
U-16 Olympic Development 
national championship team, | 
She will battle Bredenberg 
immediately for playing time. 


is also good with the ball at her feet and is a 
great athlete. | think the position is a strong one 
for us.” 


Defenders 

Harms, Cooper and Katie Bunkers were all 
named to the Big 12 All-Tournament Team on 
defense for an outstanding three-day effort to 
help NU win the conference championship. The 
Huskers have more depth in the backfield than 
anywhere else, and several athletes could see 
playing time in the backfield. 

“At the back, | think we have experience 
and speed, and we have some attacking ability," 
Walker said. “We have very good individual 
defending ability, and we could play three or four 
people at the back,” 

Harms is a tenacious defender who never 
lets up and provides a fearlessness that has 
become characteristic of the Nebraska defense. 

“Christy is a key person from a leadership 
and toughness standpoint, and she has a great 
understanding of tactics," Walker said. 

Cooper has been solid over the past two 
seasons In the Husker defense and played 
well throughout her sophomore campaign, 
demonstrating a great attacking ability. 

“Jenna is certainly good with the ball at her 
left foot, and she is good at attacking out of the 
back,” Walker said. 

Bunkers, who brings speed to the Husker 
defenders, came on strong at the end of her 
freshman season, earning a place in the starting 
lineup for the final 14 games of the season. 

“Katie has really improved in her 


understanding of the game and in her technical 
ability," Walker said, "She is a great athlete with 
top-end sprinter’s speed,” 

Sophomore Aly Scace also saw time in the 
backfield during the spring and made a great 
impression during that time. Lindsey Ingram and 
freshman Tanya Dennis could also see time in

Tanya is the starting right back for 
the Canadian Under-19 National Team and has 
done really well for them, so she’s an option too. 
We have a lot of options and flexibility which will 
be to our benefit." 


Midfielders 

The youthfulness of the Huskers will be 
seen primarily in the midfield, but with incoming 
freshman Brittany Timko taking the central 
midfielder spot, the Huskers are not lacking in 
experience. 

“Brittany is not your typical freshman 
player,” Walker said. “She has played in front of 
50,000 fans, and against the world’s best teams. 
She is not going to be awed or intimidated by 
anything.” 

Timko will bring great range to the midfield 
and a solid tactical understanding. She is a great 
athlete who will be dangerous in the Nebraska 
attack. 

Sophomore Pam Karakusis is a good ball- 
winning midfielder, according to Walker, and 
will cover a lot of ground for the Huskers. Vern 
Fitzgerald also made improvement in the midfield 
during the spring. Amber Richardson will see 
her first official action for the Huskers in the fall 
following ACL surgery, and after making a big 
impression during the spring season. 

“| think there is a nice combination of skill, 
size, athleticism and ball-winning ability in the 


midfield,” Walker said. “Pam had a good spring, 
is strong in the air and has really improved her 
passing. Vern also had a very good spring. She 
has good vision and is comfortable on the ball. 
Amber is an excellent ball striker, has a great left 
foot and can pass from a distance. Lindsey is 
very quick coming out of the midfield. Her skill 
level is high and her defending has improved." 

Jessie Bruch and Ashley Tenn are 
newcomers who will see time in the Nebraska 
midfield in 2003. Bruch is a great ball striker, 
who Walker says is a true attacking midfielder. 
Tenn is a 5-8 midfielder who could make an 
impact for the Huskers right away as well. She 
has a great shot and high skill level, according to 
Walker. 

Kari Hogan, Cooper and Dennis could all play 
as wide midfielders as well. The midfield is full of 
options, and it is just a matter of finding the right 
combination. 


Forwards 

Sophomore Nikki Baker returns as the 
Huskers’ most experienced forward, starting 
all but two games in her freshman season and 
posting nine goals on the year. Baker will carry 
the greatest load, as the Huskers try to make up 
for the loss of Latham. 

“Nikki is very explosive, strong. powerful 
and shoots the ball well with both feet,” Walker 
said. “She had a good freshman year, and now 
you want to see that total double.” 

Hogan also had an excellent spring playing up 
front, and Walker would like to see her become 
more goal-oriented in her sophomore season. 

“Kari was one of our better players in 
every game in the spring,” Walker said. “She 
is a terrific dribbler and causes problems for 
everyone. She has gotten strong physically." 

Iman Haynes had a good 
sophomore season, but an even 
better spring. Haynes should see 
more action as a junior and will 
use her speed to put her in scoring 
position for the Huskers. 

“Iman's speed is obviously 
top end. and she continues to 
improve,” Walker said. “She has 
really worked on other aspects of 
her game and can cause problems 
for defenders because she is so 
powerful and fast.” 

Richardson, Ingram, Cooper 
and Scace could also see time 
at forward. Ashley Carter enters 
the Nebraska offense after an 
excellent senior season at Marian 
High School. She has great speed 
and is physically strong. 

Nebraska coaches originally 
recruited Dennis as a_ striker, 
but she has recently played as a 
fullback for the Canadian National | 
Team. She could see valuable 
minutes at both positions. i 

“Tanya is an explosive, skillful 
player and a good finisher,” 
Walker said. “She is someone 
who we will have to take a look at 
both spots. It is a versatile group, 


Jenna Cooper is one Nebraska's most versatile players and 
could see action all over the field in 2003. The junior will also play 
a critical role as a team leader. 


It is just a matter of finding out what is best and 
putting people in the right spots to make the 
team the strongest.” 

Freshmen Allison Mallams, Kari Krumland 
and Brianna Clarey could also see time at the 
forward position for the Huskers this season. 

“Allison is a fast, explosive. attacking 
player," Walker said. “Kari had a good high 
school season and will play as an attacking 
player. Brianna is very fast and is a hard-working 
player." 

Schedule 

The Huskers will play another challenging 
schedule, with a new lineup of non-conference 
opponents in 2003. The Huskers will open 
the season with games against DePaul (Aug. 
29) and lowa (Aug. 31) at the Abbott Sports 
Complex, before going on the road for two 
invitational tournaments. Nebraska will face 
Duke and North Carolina in Chapel Hill, N.C., on 
Sept. 5 and 7, respectively, and then will travel 
to Madison, Wis., to take on Michigan (Sept. 12) 
and Wisconsin (Sept. 14). 

NU will return to Nebraska to face 
Mississippi State and Murray State on its home 
turf before the Big 12 Conference slate begins. 
In conference action, Nebraska will play host 
to lowa State, Missouri, Oklahoma, Oklahoma 
State and Kansas, and will travel to Baylor, Texas 
Tech, Texas A&M, Texas and Colorado. 

The Huskers will make a run at another Big 
12 Conference Tournament title in San Antonio, 
Texas, Nov. 6-9, before NCAA action gets 
underway. The Huskers have their eyes set on 
Cary, N.C., where the NCAA College Cup will 
take place on Dec. 5 and 7.

Coach John Walker came to Lincoln in April 1994 on a mission to 
construct a national championship contender in women's soccer. 

Nebraska became the first Big Eight school to add women's soccer 
as a varsity sport, and Walker was optimistic about the future of soccer 
in the Cornhusker state because of the University’s commitment to 
building a winning program. 

Walker's goal was to have the Huskers in their first NCAA 
Tournament by the 1998 season. Walker not only achieved that goal, 
he shattered his own timeline as NU reached the postseason in 1996, 
before earning seven straight top-15 national finishes, including a No. 
13 finish in 2002, His early standard of excellence has resulted in seven 
consecutive trips to the NCAA Sweet 16, most recently in 2002. 

In nine years at the helm for the Huskers, Walker has produced the 
second-best career winning percentage among active Division | women’s 
soccer coaches at .808 (159-35-7). He trails only Anson Dorrance of 
North Carolina. Walker is the only head coach to produce more than 
100 wins in fewer than eight seasons. 

Under Walker, the Huskers have become perennial Big 12 
Conference and national title contenders. Included in the Huskers’ 
seven consecutive NCAA Sweet 16 appearances are two trips to the 
elite eight. They have compiled a remarkable 135-23-7 record over the 
last seven seasons and have won three Big 12 regular-season crowns 
and five Big 12 Tournament titles. NU swept both conference titles in 
1999 and 2000. 

In 1999, Nebraska enjoyed its best season in the program's nine- 
year history, running to a 22-1-2 final record, a Big 12 regular-season 
title and a Big 12 Tournament crown. The Huskers missed their first trip 
to the NCAA Women's College Cup (semifinals) by the narrowest of 
margins, as Notre Dame advanced on sudden death penalty kicks, 4-3, 
after one of the greatest matches in NCAA Tournament history. 

Walker and the Huskers have also made Nebraska women’s soccer 
one of the hottest tickets in the nation. In 1999, the Huskers set a 
school single-season record and ranked among the top five teams in the

nation, averaging 1,529 fans per game. Including a then school-record 
attendance of 3,702 fans in the NCAA quarterfinals against Notre Dame. 
Over the past four seasons, the Huskers have averaged nearly 900 fans 
per home contest. In 2002, NU rewrote the single-game attendance 
record, when 4,830 fans attended the Nebraska vs. North Carolina 
contest to open the season. 

With a proven system, an innovative coaching philosophy, a well- 
respected program and an ability to recruit some of the nation’s most- 
talented players, Walker has the Huskers focused on contending for 
Big 12 Conference and national championships on an annual basis. 

In 1998, Nebraska overcame the loss of five senior starters, including 
All-Americans Kari Uppinghouse and Rebecca Hornbacher, to finish with 
a 17-4-1 record and claim a second Big 12 Conference Tournament title. 
The Huskers advanced to the NCAA Sweet 16 and finished with a final 
No. 10 national ranking. 

Nebraska's 1998 success followed on the heels of an 18-4-0 season 
in which the Huskers advanced to the sweet 16 in the NCAA Tournament 
before losing at Notre Dame. The Huskers ended the 1997 season 
ranked No. 7 in the final NSCAA Poll. 

Walker and the Huskers built their success on a breakthrough season 
in 1996. 

Not only did Nebraska earn its first trip to the NCAA Tournament, 
the Huskers placed themselves among the nation’s elite by winning two 
tournament games and advancing to the NCAA quarterfinals. 

Along the way, Walker established himself as one of the finest 
coaches in America, earning NSCAA/Umbro National Coach-of-the- 
Year, NSCAA/Umbro Central Region Coach-of-the-Year and Big 12 
Conference Coach-of-the-Year recognition. 

Walker led the Huskers to a perfect regular season with a 19-0 
record and the first regular-season Big 12 title. Nebraska extended 
its winning streak to 21 games with two more wins at the Big 12 
Conference Women's Soccer Championships in St. Louis to capture a 
second conference crown. 

The Huskers entered the NCAA Tournament with the nation’s longest 


winning streak as the only unbeaten and untied team in the country. 

But Nebraska's perfect ride through the 1996 regular season 
did more than just put wins in the record books, it put fans in the 
stands, establishing a devoted following of fans at the Abbott Sports 
Complex. 

The Huskers finished the season with the sixth-highest average 
attendance in the nation, and based on their unblemished record and 
outstanding fan support. earned a home bid in the first round of the 
NCAA Tournament. 

After a perfect regular season, Walker and the Huskers weren't 
satisfied with just making it to the NCAA Tournament. They set their 
sights on a trip to soccer's semifinals in Santa Clara, Calif. 

And Nebraska proved that it was a contender with a 3-2 overtime win 
over Big Ten power Minnesota in the opening round in front of a then- 
school-record crowd of 1,544. The win over the Golden Gophers set 
up a second-round rematch with Duke at the Abbott Sports Complex. 

The Huskers had come from behind to defeat the then-No. 6 Blue 
Devils, 3-1, in Durham, N.C., on Sept. 8, for the Huskers’ first-ever 
win over a ranked opponent. Although Duke came to Lincoln with a 
rich soccer tradition and plenty of NCAA Tournament experience, the 
Huskers dominated the Blue Devils from start to finish in a 3-0 win. 

With the win, the Huskers earned a trip to Oregon to challenge 
perennial power Portland. Although the Huskers battled until the end, 
they could not manage a goal, losing 1-0 to the Pilots. The Huskers 
finished the 1996 season with a 23-1-0 record and final No. 6 national 
ranking, 

Since posting its first top-25 win over Duke in 1996, Nebraska has 
made beating ranked opponents commonplace. During the past seven 
seasons, Walker and the Huskers have posted 26 wins over top-25 
teams. 

Walker's Nebraska program has also proven that it can produce 
All-America players. In just nine years, nine Huskers have earned a 
total of 14 NSCAA All-America certificates from the National Soccer 
Coaches Association of America. Four Huskers have captured freshman 
All-America accolades under Walker. 

Walker also has helped Husker players compete at the international 
level. Over the past several seasons, the Husker team has boasted 14 
players with National Team experience. One player played with the U.S. 
National Team, eight players played with the U.S, U-21 National Team, 
two players played with the U.S. U-18 National Team, eight players have 
played with the Canadian World Cup team and six players have played 
with the Canadian U-20 National Team, 

Former NU athletes have seen success at the professional level 
as well. Seven Huskers were selected in the inaugural WUSA Draft in 
December of 2000. Nebraska's total number of athletes selected was 
second behind North Carolina, Four of the first 24 players selected in 
the draft were former Huskers. In 2002, Nebraska saw its highest pick 
ever when Breanna Boyd was drafted eighth in the first round by the 
defending champion Carolina Courage. Christine Latham also became 
an instant starter for the San Diego Spirit when she was picked up as a 
discovery player forthe WUSA team, bypassing the entire draft process. 
Walker boasted five former athletes on 2003 WUSA rosters, three of 
which were named to All-Star rosters, which ranked seventh among all 
Division | programs. 

At the conference level, Nebraska has won five of the seven Big 12 
Tournament championships with wins in 1996, 1998, 1999, 2000 and 
2002. The Huskers also brought home Big 12 regular-season crowns in 
1996, 1999 and 2000, and in the seven-year history of the conference, 
Nebraska has posted a league-best 59-8-2 regular-season mark and 
an .869 winning-percentage. Along with the team accomplishments, 
the Huskers have been rewarded with 47 individual regular-season all- 
conference selections and 29 All-Big 12 Tournament awards. Former 
Husker Christine Latham was also the first Big 12 player to be named 
Big 12 Player of the Year in back-to-back seasons (2000, 2001). 

Nebraska's fast track to national prominence in soccer was aided by 
former Director of Athletics Bill Byrne's decision to make Nebraska the 
first school in the Big Eight Conference with a women's soccer program 
in 1994. Although Nebraska was ahead of other Big Eight schools in 
establishing a women’s soccer program, Walker started the 1994 season 
behind the rest of the nation in recruiting because of his late hiring. 

However, in his first season as the Huskers’ mentor, Walker managed 
to put together a collection of scholarship players and walk-ons who 
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recorded a surprising 14-4 mark and earned credibility around the nation 
with a successful inaugural campaign. 

Walker and his staff followed their initial on-field success by compiling 
an excellent incoming class that included transfers Kari Uppinghouse, 
who became Nebraska's first first-team All-American in 1996, and third- 
team All-America goalkeeper Rebecca Hornbacher. 

The Huskers also implemented a year-round approach to training 
and conditioning. This approach included a strong spring schedule, a 
tradition that has continued at Nebraska, Over the last six years, the 
Huskers have battled national title contenders North Carolina, Notre 
Dame, Santa Clara, Florida and Connecticut during spring matches, 
along with games against the WUSAs Atlanta Beat and Philadelphia 
Charge. the U.S, Under-21 National Team and the Canadian Under-19 
National Team, 

The Huskers’ fall schedules are also among the best in the nation. 
In 1999, the Huskers played 13 games against teams that advanced to 
the 1999 NCAA Tournament, including final No, 2 Notre Dame, No. 3 
Santa Clara, No. 6 Clemson. No. 7 Stanford, No. 9 Connecticut, No. 
11 Texas A&M and No, 19 Kentucky. In 2002, the Huskers’ schedule 
was complete with three of the four 2001 NCAA College Cup teams, 
including Florida, Portland and North Carolina. 

While Walker built the Huskers, he continued to expand his coaching 
experience as an assistant coach for the Canadian National Team and the 
Canadian Under-20 National Team. During the summer of 1999, Walker 
was an assistant coach for Canada’s Women's World Cup team. 

Walker came to Nebraska from Queen's University in Kingston, 
Ontario, following achievements at the collegiate, national and 
international levels. 

Walker was named national staff coach for the Canadian Soccer 
Association in 1992, and the following year, he was appointed an 
assistant coach for the Canadian World University Games team. 
Walker holds a Canadian “A” coaching license (highest level), a Level 
V certification and a USSF “A” license. Walker was a national coaching 
instructor for the Canadian Soccer Association and served as director 
of high performance for Ontario, where he supervised coaches and 
players at Ontario's National and Provincial Training Center. 

Walker was a standout sweeper for Queen's University from 1982 
to 1985 and received bachelor’s degrees in physical education and 
physical therapy from Queen's in 1987. He earned a master’s degree 
in coaching science from Miami of Ohio in 1988. He also is a graduate 
of the Canadian National Coaching Institute. 

The Kingston, Ontario. native is married to Mary Holmes and 
the couple has 10-year-old twins, Ally and Declan, a 7-year-old son, 
Cameron, a 5-year-old son, Keegan, and a 4-year-old son, Liam.

Entering his 10th season with the Huskers, Marty Everding came 
to Nebraska after playing and coaching with John Walker at Queen's 
University in Kingston, Ontario, Canada. 

Everding has been with the Huskers since the inception of the 
Nebraska women’s soccer program in 1994, and has played a crucial role 
in the ascension of Nebraska's program into national prominence. 

As the Huskers’ goalkeeping coach, Everding has developed 
two of the best goalkeepers in Big 12 Conference history. In 2000, 
Karina LeBlanc led the Big 12 and ranked second nationally with a 
0.40 goals-against average. 

LeBlanc, the starting goalkeeper for the Canadian National Team 
and the WUSA's Boston Breakers, followed in the footsteps of 
All-American Rebecca Hornbacher, who started in goal for the 
Huskers in 1996 and 1997. Hornbacher also played for Boston in its 
inaugural WUSA season, while continuing her career as a collegiate 
goalkeeping coach. 

Everding helped transform former Husker Erin Miller from a 
defender to an all-conference goalkeeper. In her two seasons in 
the net, Miller recorded 239 saves, 21 shutouts and a 0.98 goals- 
against-average. 

After already proving he could do it once, Everding took on the 
challenge of transforming current Husker Brooke Bredenberg from a 
midfielder to a goalkeeper. Bredenberg had a solid spring season in

goal under Everding's tutelage, not conceding a goal to an amateur 
team through five contests, including 2003 national runner-up Santa 
Clara. 

Everding was a player at Queen's from 1981 to 1983 and 1986 
to 1988. He was an assistant coach at Queen's from 1989 to 1990, 
before joining Walker's Nebraska staff. 

Everding graduated from the Canadian National Coaching Institute 
and holds a Canadian Level IV coaching license as well as a USSF 
“B" license. 

Everding is a former middle-distance runner and his experience 
in fitness training complements his soccer knowledge. Along with 
training the Husker goalkeepers, Everding plans and supervises 
the Huskers’ off-season fitness program. He is responsible for 
coordinating Nebraska's team travel arrangements and assists with 
equipment purchases. He also helps with instruction at Nebraska 
soccer camps and clinics. Along with his many other duties, Everding 
also coordinates Nebraska's on-campus recruiting visits. 

A native of Kingston, Ontario, Everding graduated from Queen's 
in 1989 with a bachelor's degree in drama and education. Between 
coaching stints, Everding worked as a secondary school teacher. 
He resides in Lincoln with his wife Sarah, 9-year-old daughter, Talia, 
7-year-old daughter, Nicola, and 6-year-old daughter, Mia.

Megan Skinner enters her ninth season on the Nebraska women’s 
soccer coaching staff. 

Along with her on-field coaching duties, Skinner assists with 
Nebraska's training and conditioning programs and helps coordinate 
the Huskers’ individual skill development program. Skinner directs 
the Huskers’ community involvement projects and coordinates 
Nebraska's summer soccer camps and clinics. 

An excellent judge of talent and ability, Skinner also has been 
instrumental in helping the Huskers put together a string of 
outstanding recruiting classes. A native of Leavenworth, Kan., 
Skinner's ties to the state of Kansas helped the Huskers land one 
of the most talented high school players in Kansas City metro history, 
Kori Saunders, in 1999. Skinner also has helped the Huskers recruit 
top players from California, Colorado, Missouri, lowa and Nebraska 
during her tenure.

Soccer America 
named Nebraska's incoming class the No. 8 recruiting class in the 
country for 2003. 

Skinner holds a United States Soccer Federation “A" coaching 
license and has been an Olympic Development Program Region Il 
staff coach. 

In addition to her coaching responsibilities, Skinner was chosen 
as the director of coaching development and director of coaching 
for the girls program for the Capital Soccer Association, a premier

Before joining Nebraska coach John Walker's staff for the 1995 
season, Skinner was a four-year starter at Creighton University in 
Omaha.

Athletic Director (First Year) 


“Today | make a pledge to you. With your united support behind this 
program-1.7 million and more playing as one-those who want to take 
on the Huskers better bring their A games.” Nebraska Athletic Director 
Steve Pederson has been sounding the rallying cry across the state since 
Dec. 20, 2002, when Chancellor Harvey Perlman named Pederson as the 
University's 12th athletic director and just the third since 1967. 

In his first eight months, Pederson has streamlined the athletic staff 
and budget. and lowered ticket prices. He has declared the 2003-04 
season the "Year of the Fan." and has made it clear that preserving the 
tradition and quality of Nebraska's football program and legendary fan 
base, is crucial to the success of the department. 

Pederson hit the ground running. To make tickets more accessible to 
the average Husker fan, Pederson has made both season and single-game 
football tickets available in an online pool. He didn't stop at lowering ticket 
prices, he has addressed a wide variety of issues, such as fan amenities 
and necessities as well as game atmosphere. He has made a detailed 
list and is intent on crossing off every item. 

“Our athletic staff will work harder than anyone else in college athletics 
to achieve the high goals that we set.” Pederson said. “And every day our 
coaches, staff and student-athletes will operate with the three established 
Nebraska values in mind. We will strive for the success that our Tradition 
has established; we will maximize Teamwork on every level to establish 
our goals; and we will operate with utmost Integrity.” 

Pederson put plans in place to improve other areas as well, To help him 
generate positive changes throughout the athletic department, Pederson 
hired Executive Associate Athletic Director Marc Boehm from Pittsburgh 
to integrate the Husker marketing, development, sponsorship, advertising 
and ticket operations and to focus on basketball. 

Pederson's enthusiasm has rubbed off on the whole department, 
as staff has already turned it up a notch. In the span of six weeks, NU 
successfully hosted five NCAA events, including the 2003 NCAA Women’s 
Gymnastics National Championships, and baseball, softball and women's 
golf regionals, along with the first-ever outdoor track and field regional, 

Nebraska's teams have responded to Pederson’s energy and 
enthusiasm with great success, Thirteen of Nebraska's 23 varsity 
sports finished among the top 25, including men’s and women’s track 
and field, women's golf, women's gymnastics, baseball and softball this 
past semester. 

Pederson was given his first chance at leading a Division | program 
when he was named the athletic director at the University of Pittsburgh 
in 1996. 

Pederson is credited with turning around the Pittsburgh athletic program. 
As a result of his hard work and contagious leadership style, Pederson 
was presented the 2002 General Robert R. Neyland Athletic Director 
Award, annually presented by the All:American Football Foundation for 
outstanding administrative achievement. 

Pederson, who operates at a fast pace with a relentless dedication, 
revitalized Pittsburgh into one of the fastest-growing programs in the 
country. In addition to establishing a contagious winning attitude, he helped 
construct several new facilities at Pittsburgh. 

Pederson helped shape the vision of the Petersen Events Center, 
one of the finest college basketball arenas in the country. Because of 
Pederson’s efforts, the Panther football team was blessed with the Duratz 
Athletic Complex and UPMC Sports Performance Complex, a practice 
venue that opened in 2000. In 2001, the Panthers debuted Heinz Field, 
a new facility the football team shared with the Steelers. Pederson also 
oversaw a major renovation of Fitzgerald Field House, giving Pittsburgh's 
Olympic sports programs updated locker and training facilities. 

Pederson intends to keep Nebraska's facilities among the elite. He

has promoted Boyd Epley to Associate Athletic Director for Facility 
Development to spearhead new projects. 

While Pittsburgh's athletic infrastructure grew stronger under Pederson, 
so too did his staff. Pederson hired Big East Coach-of-the-Year honorees 
in football (Walt Harris), men’s basketball (Ben Howland) and women’s 
basketball (Traci Waites). No otherathletic director in Big East Conference 
history can make that claim. 

Pederson’s efforts always have the interests of the student-athletes in 
mind. At Nebraska, Pederson helped negotiate the first football contract 
with adidas in 1995. In 2001, he negotiated a comprehensive apparel 
partnership for Pittsburgh with Aeropostale. He has implemented such 
programs as the Panther Game Plan, whichis aimed at a student-athlete's 
academic, athletic, personal and professional development, 

If it seems that Pederson has a passion for the Huskers, he does. |n 
fact, although Pederson has lived out-of-state for 13 years while gaining 
valuable experience at three major Division | institutions, Pederson said 
his love of Nebraska has never wavered. 

“There are a few very special places in the world of college athletics. 
The University of Nebraska is at the top of that list. Nebraskans want 
and expect to be the very best.” 

Pederson and his wife, Tami, both earned degrees from the University 
of Nebraska. Steve earned his bachelor’s degree from UNL in business 
administration in 1980 and began his career at Nebraska, first as a sports 
information assistant (1980-81) and then as football recruiting coordinator 
(1982 to 1986). He later returned as the associate athletic director for 
football operations (1994 to 1996). 

As the Husker Associate A.D. for football, Pederson oversaw the 
refurbishment of the football administrative offices, and construction of 
a new halftime meeting room, postgame interview room and players and 
coaches locker rooms, He reorganized the program’s administrative wing 
and played a definitive role in Nebraska's three national championships 
in the ‘90s (1994, 1995 and 1997) under Head Coach Tom Osborne. 

Pederson left the state of Nebraska in 1988 to serve as Ohio State's 
recruiting coordinator until 1991, then moved on to Tennessee as the 
athletic administrator for football from 1991 to 1994. 

In his three seasons at Tennessee, the Volunteers’ recruiting classes 
were regarded among the nation’s top three nationally by several 
publications, and the 1994 class was tabbed as the best in the country 
by several publications, He was promoted from recruiting coordinator to 
assistant athletic director for recruiting in 1992 and then was elevated to 
associate athletic director for football operations in the spring of 1993. 

Pederson has been active on several committees. He is currently a 
member of the National Football Foundation and College Hall of Fame 
District Screening Committee. While at Pittsburgh. he served as the 
chairman of the Big East Conference Executive Committee and as the 
Big East representative to the NCAA's Football Issues Committee. 

A native of North Platte, Neb., Pederson has experience in the non- 
athletic business sector. He spent one year as Ak-Sar-Ben’s Public 
Relations Director (1981-82), and two years in private business in 
Nebraska (1986 to 1988), before returning to collegiate athletics. 

Pederson and his wife Tami Osborne Pederson have three children: 
Mark (20), Kari (17) and Kristin (14). Tami earned a bachelor's of music 
education degree and a master's of music degree from the University 
of Nebraska. She is a violinist with the Lincoln Symphony Orchestra, 
teaches violin at Nebraska Wesleyan University and has performed with 
professional orchestras and string quartets in Nebraska, Ohio, Tennessee 
and Pennsylvania. She has taught at Capital University and the University 
of Tennessee.

Executive Associate Athletic Director 
(First Year) 


Marc Boehm (pronounced BAME) begins his first year with the 
Huskers after being hired in May to serve as executive associate 
athletic director. Boehm will serve as the top assistant to the 
athletic director and fulfill the director's responsibilities in his 
absence, 

Boehm has administrative oversight of the Husker men's and 
women's basketball programs and directs the efforts of the 
marketing, development, licensing and ticket offices. He also 
provides guidance to HuskerVision and NU'’s internet presence, 
Huskers.com. and assists the athletic director on special 
projects. 

The 41-year old Boehm held the same position at Pittsburgh 
from 1997 to 2003. With the Panthers, Boehm helped assist in the 
rise of the basketball program, with the men's team posting back- 
to-back NCAA Sweet 16 appearances. 

Boehm also played a central role in the development of the 
Panthers’ new athletic facilities. He was a principal planner for 
the football tearn's move into the UPMC Sports Performance 
Complex and Heinz Field, and played a key role in various aspects 
of the Petersen Events Center, the university's new basketball 
arena. 


Boehm served as interim athletic director at Pittsburgh for nearly 
five months before coming to Nebraska. During that time, he hired 
new men’s and women's basketball and soccer head coaches for 
the Panther program. 

Boehm spent five years as associate executive director of 
the Tostitos Fiesta Bowl, where he was instrumental in building 
community and marketing programs. He helped pioneer the 
Fiesta Bowl's move into what eventually evolved into the Bowl 
Championship Series and worked with the collegiate community 
in the operation of the game and its 40 other community events. 
In addition, Boehm directed and managed a 125-member 
fund-raising committee of Arizona business leaders that was 
responsible for generating more than $4.5 million in cash and in- 
kind partnerships. 

Before joining the Tostitos Fiesta Bowl staff, Boehm spent four 
years as associate executive director and public relations director 
of the Sun Bowl from 1987 to 1991. He went to the Sun Bowl 
after one year as a sports information intern at the University of 
Florida. 

Born in Grand Island, Boehm earned his bachelor's degree in 
communications from Kansas State University in 1984 and added 
a master's degree in sports management from St. Thomas (Fla.) 
University in 1985, Married to Janelle Broderick of Minot, N.D., 
the couple has three boys, Broderick (11), Christian (9) and Lukas 
John (3). 


JOE SELIG 


Senior Associate Athletic Director 
(27th Year) 


A 26-year Veteran of the Nebraska athletic departrnent, Joe 
Selig is entering his fifth year as senior associate athletic director. 
In December 2002, Selig served as interim athletic director at 
Nebraska and headed the transition until current NU Athletic 
Director Steve Pederson was hired. 

Selig is responsible for the administration of all of Nebraska's 
varsity sports except football and men’s and women's basketball 
(20 of 23 total). He has also added administrative oversight to the 
Husker Athletic Fund this year. Selig assisted in the creation of the 
fund in 1998, which combined all of Nebraska's athletic booster 
clubs under one umbrella organization. 

For the past decade, Selig has been a key member of the 
senior administration in the area of long-term facilities master 
planning. The first of several improvement projects came with 
the installation of HuskerVision screens and a new public address 
system at Memorial Stadium in 1994. With Selig coordinating 
the department's fund-raising efforts, the $36.1 million Memorial 
Stadium improvement project was then completed in 1999 with 
the addition of skyboxes, a new press box, the East Stadium Plaza, 
enlarged concourses and expanded restroom facilities. 

Selig also played a key role in the $7.9 million Bob Devaney 
Sports Center improvement project, a part of the department's 


master plan that was completed before the 1999-2000 season. 
The project included HuskerVision screens to the Devaney Center 
main arena, a Husker Hall of Honor and Walk of Fame on the 
concourse and other fan amenities. 

Most recently, Selig assumed a lead role in the development of 
the new $29.53 million baseball/softball complex, which opened 
in the summer of 2001. He represented the department in the 
contract negotiations with the University's partners and oversaw 
the fund-raising efforts. 

In the past two years, Selig played an instrumental role in the 
athletic department's negotiations that led to an exclusive $8 million 
telecommunications contract with Alltel. He also represented the 
department in negotiating the partnership agreement with New 
Media Networks that provided the Huskers an innovative web 
presence on the internet. 

Selig began his NU career as a student worker in the ticket 
office before being named assistant ticket manager in 1982. After 
being promoted to associate ticket manager in 1986 and ticket 
manager in 1988, Selig was named assistant A.D. for facilities and 
events in 1993, 

Raised in Alexandria, Neb., Selig graduated from Meridian High 
School in 1976 before receiving a bachelor’s degree in business 
administration from UNL in 1980. He earned his MBA from UNL 
in May 1987. Selig is married to the former Patty Miller of Daykin, 
Neb., and they haye two daughters, Lindsay, 20, and Brittany, 15, 
and a-son.

Beginning her 26th year at Nebraska, Dr. Barbara A. Hibner serves 
as associate athletic director and senior woman administrator. In 
addition to her responsibilities with compliance for the entire athletic 
program, Hibner has also coordinated and directed special events, 
including conference and NCAA events in basketball, gymnastics, 
softball, volleyball, soccer, swimming and diving and men's and 
women's tennis. 

Hibner supervises the publication of the student-athlete handbook 
and was the senior editor of the letterwinners directory, “107 Years 
of Letterwinners at Nebraska,” in 1997. Hibner was also the driving 
force in the creation of the University of Nebraska's mascot, “Lil’ 
Red”, in 1994. 

Hibner was an active member of the NCAA Committee on Athletics 
Certification and served a five-year term as a peer reviewer. She also 
completed service as chairwoman of the Big 12 Conference Board of 
Senior Woman Administrators in September of 1999, and currently is 
a member of the Big 12's Administrative and Television Committees. 

Hibner was selected to receive the Lyell Bremser Special Merit 
Award from the Nebraska Football Hall of Fame in 2003. She was 
chosen as the National Association of Collegiate Women Athletic 
Administrators District Vil Administrator of the Year in 1997. The 
National Association of Collegiate Gymnastics Coaches for Women 
named Hibner the 1998-99 Region Three Administrator of the Year. 
Hibner, who received the YWCA Tribute to Women award in 1994, 
was honored in 2000 with the Nebraska Athletic Department's first 
Trailblazer Award. 

Hibner joined the NU staff in 1978 as the assistant women's athletic

She established 
events in Lincoln for women's gymnastics, basketball and volleyball. 
Hibner was responsible for the partnership between the women's 
athletic department and DARE in 1989 that encouraged student- 
athlete involvement in community service projects.

2003 NCAA Soccer Tournament 


The 2003 NCAA Tournament will be made 
up of 64 teams, beginning on Nov. 14, and 
ending in the national championship game 
on Dec. 7 in Cary, N.C.. 

The first through third rounds will take 
place at campus sites around the country. 
The first and second rounds will be held on 
Nov. 14 and 16, at 16 campus sites. 

Third-round games will be contested at 
eight host institutions Nov. 21-23. The 
tournament quarterfinals take place Nov. 
28-30 at four different campus sites. 

The University of North Carolina will host 
the 22nd annual Women's College Cup.

Nebraska has been the host to opening 
round action on six occasions from 1996 
to 2001, going on to six straight sweet 
16 appearances in those years and seven 
consecutive trips including the 2002 run. 
Nebraska will make a bid to host again in

The 2002 Huskers captured Nebraska’s fifth Big 12 Tournament Championship and qualified for their 
seventh-consecutive NCAA Sweet 16 appearance. 
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NU Makes Seventh Consecutive Sweet 16 Appearance 


The defining moment of the 2002 
Nebraska soccer season came at the Big 
12 Conference Tournament in San Antonio, 
Texas, when the Huskers put together a 
striking run to capture their fifth conference 
tournament crown in the last seven years. 

The Huskers went through Kansas, 
No. 5 Texas and No. 3 Texas A&M in three 
extremely hard-fought games to bring 
home the trophy. 

Senior Christine Latham remained the 
enforcer throughout the Big 12 and NCAA 
tournaments and led the Huskers in her 
usual manner. But it was the play of junior 
Christy Harms, sophomores Jenna Cooper 
and Lindsey Ingram, and freshman Katie 
Bunkers that made NU unbeatable. 

"| thought going into the tournament 
that we had as good a chance as anyone 
to win it,” Coach John Walker said. “It 
was a great team victory. It was certainly 
a lot different from the other tournaments 
where we were the No. 1 seed. This one 
was a little harder to get, a little more 
exciting. It was definitely a great effort by 
the players.” 

The Huskers had a roller coaster regular 
season, while the young team came of age. 
The NCAA Tournament was successful 
once again for Nebraska, but the Big 12 
Tournament epitomized everything the 


Huskers set out to become in August. 
The opening game of the conference

the contest, but the Huskers held on with 
a stern determination to move on to the 
semifinals. 

Nebraska went on to face the fifth- 
ranked Longhorns on day two, and Latham 
and the Husker defense absolutely refused 
to be beaten. The Huskers avenged a 4-0 
loss to UT in the regular season, sending 
the Longhorns home with a 2-1 overtime 
loss. Texas got on the board first when 
Kelly McDonald took a perfect pass from 
Kelly Wilson and sent it sailing by an 
outstretched Erin Miller. 

Latham kept charging, and scored the 
Huskers’ first goal 10 minutes into the 
second half on a breakaway after a Kori 
Saunders’ pass. Latham blasted by the 
Texas defense to knot the score at 1-1. 

The game went into overtime, after 
the NU defense played another superb 
contest, holding the Longhorns at bay 
for the remaining 35 minutes of the 
contest. Just 55 seconds into the 
overtime period, Latham left the 
Longhorn defenders behind for the 
4 second time to go one-on-one with the 
4 UT goalkeeper. Latham shot the ball 
directly into the center of the net for 
the win. 

“Against Texas, we played a little 
“| more conservatively than we have ever 
played,” Walker said. “Clearly in the 
second half we had something left, and 
we were able to cause them problems 
and eventually win the game. In terms 
of team effort. that is as good as it 
gets. They did what they were asked 
to do and what they were asked to do 
was different than what they had been 
asked to do all year." 

The Huskers were not finished. 
They had another regular-season loss 
to avenge against Texas A&M. Cooper 
scored the only goal of the contest 
just seven minutes into the game, 
when she took a direct free kick that 
bounced off the A&M wall and came 
straight back to her and put it back into

receive the foul. 

Nebraska's defense fought with 
everything it had left, refusing to give up 
a goal during the contest. The defense 
cannot be given enough credit for all three 
wins in the conference tournament. Harms, 
Cooper and Bunkers all had to step up their 
games in the absence of senior Breanna 
Boyd, who missed the first two games 
of the tournament while playing for the 
Canadian National Team in the Gold Cup. 
Harms did not miss a beat, as she replaced 
the All-Big 12 defender to earn Big 12 
Tournament Defensive MVP honors. 

“In the Texas A&M game, we again 
showed more resilience and an attitude 
more than anything else,” Walker said. 
“We did the things we needed to do to 
win the game. There was no panic, we just 
grinded it out.” 

The Huskers received the NCAA 
automatic bid with their Big 12 Tournament 
title and landed their seventh consecutive 
Sweet 16 appearance. Nebraska traveled 
to Villanova, Pa., to take on Hartford, 
where they defeated the Hawks, 2-0. The 
Huskers fought fatigue from the conference 
tournament throughout the first two rounds 
of the NCAA Tournament, but played well 
enough to advance, taking down Yale, 1-0, 
in the round of 32. 

Nebraska's 2002 season came to an 
end when it dropped a heart-breaking 3-2 
loss against the Santa Clara Broncos, who 
would go on to become the NCAA runner- 
up, losing in the championship game to 
Portland. 

“| think on that day, Santa Clara was 
better than us,” Walker said. “We hung 
in there and our effort was terrific. We just 
looked tired, and that had a lot to do with 
our schedule down the stretch. We battled 
hard and did all we could do, but ultimately 
they were a little bit better than us." 

Latham rewrote the Nebraska soccer 
record books in 2002, becoming NU's all- 
time leading scorer with 167 career points. 
The forward from Calgary, Alberta, also

holds school records in goals (69), game- 
winning goals (23), multiple-goal games 
(17) and shots (400). She was named a 
Hermann M.A.C. trophy finalist for the third 
consecutive year. The trophy is awarded to 
the top player in college soccer. She was 
named first-team All-Big 12 her sophomore 
through senior years and received Big 
12 Tournament MVP honors in 2000 and 
2002. 

Latham became the greatest player in 
Nebraska school history in her four-year 
career, but she was not the only senior 
garnering honors in her final outing. Boyd 
was also named to the All-Big 12 first team 
for the third consecutive year. 

“Christine is a different type of 
competitor than you usually see in college 
sports," Walker said. “Not only does she 
have outstanding ability, but she is also 
charismatic and is able to have a large 
influence on the team. You cannot replace 
Latham. She is a once-in-a-generation 
player.” 

Boyd helped Nebraska post an 0.86 
goals-against average and 14 shutouts 
in 2002. She was named an NSCAA 
First-Team Academic All-American as a 
senior and was named NSCAA First-Team 
All-Central Region for three consecutive 
seasons. 

“With Breanna, | think we will miss 
an international-level defender,” Walker 
said. “She is someone with a great 


understanding of team organization and 
defending tactics.” 


Katie Bunkers was just one of the freshmen to 
make an impact for the Huskers in 2002, being 
named to the Big 12 All-Newcomer Team and 
the All-Big 12 Tournament Team. 


Latham and Boyd, as well as seniors 
Kori Saunders and Leah Lamale, paved 
the way for six freshmen as they were 
immediately thrown into the mix. The new 
class arrived on campus just in time to 
repack their bags and head to London for 
a training camp and preseason games with 
their veteran teammates. 

“We will miss Kori’s energy, the 
physical play, and the competitiveness 
that she brought,” Walker said. “Leah 
was the ultimate team player and had the 
unselfishness that you hope for on a team, 
She was remarkably respected by her 
teammates.” 

Upon arriving home, the Huskers faced 
one of their stiffest tests of the season, 
taking on North Carolina in their season 
opener. NU's future looked immediately 
bright as Harms scored the first goal of 
the season just 1:55 into the game. North 
Carolina's Allysa Ramsey scored the tying 
goal for the Tar Heels on a free kick at 
the 72:28 mark, removing the hope of a 
Nebraska upset. A school-record crowd 
of 4,830 fans watched the Huskers battle 
to a 1-1 tie against the perennial power and 
16-time national champions. 

Nebraska remained undefeated 
throughout its first three home games, 
defeating Wisconsin, 1-0, and Belmont, 
7-0. Latham scored her monumental first 
goal of the season to give NU the win 
over Wisconsin. Latham's goal broke the 
Nebraska school record for career goals 
at 54, surpassing former Husker Kim 
Engesser, as well as the career record for 
game-winning goals at 16. In the win over 
Belmont, all four seniors contributed goals 
in the victory. 

The Huskers were not so fortunate the 
following two weeks, falling 1-0 at Florida 
and 4-0 against eventual national champion 
Portland. Nebraska bounced back, going 
2-0-1 over the next three non-conference 
games. 

The Big 12 Conference season proved 
to be a roller coaster ride for NU, as the 
Huskers played spectacular at times 
and showed their youth at other times. 
Nebraska opened conference play at 
Missouri with a 4-0 win and appeared to 
be moving in the right direction until running 
into the Kansas Jayhawks. 

Latham topped the Nebraska all-time 
scoring list with her lone goal against KU, 
but the Huskers were not fortunate enough 
to top the Jayhawks, as the two teams 
battled to a 1-1 tie. 

Things turned worse before getting 
better, as the Huskers dropped games to 
No. 4 Texas, 4-0, and No. 8 Texas A&M, 


Breanna Boyd led the Husker defense, helping 
NU post a 0.86 goals-against average in her final 
season. 


3-2. The Longhorns had NU's number from 
the beginning of the game and never gave 
the Huskers a chance. Nebraska played 
much better against Texas A&M, but came 
up short of the win. 

“| think the crucial game was the loss 
at home to Texas A&M,” Walker said. 
“We had tinkered in the early part of the 
season with how much our younger players 
were going to play, and after that game we 
decided that we needed to play them. | 
think that was a turning point. Although 
we lost that game, we played well and the 
players showed that they could get the job 
done.” 

From that point the Huskers didn't look 
back, winning 11 of their next 12 games. 
Nebraska downed Memphis, 3-0, lowa 
State, 2-0, Texas Tech, 4-0, and Baylor, 
4-0, in dominating fashion. 

Nebraska lost a disappointing game 
to Oklahoma State, 2-1, but then started 
to roll, winning every game until falling to 
Santa Clara in the NCAA Sweet16. NU 
defeated Oklahoma, 1-0, and Colorado, 
4-0, to wrap up its regular season. 

The Huskers had an_ outstanding 
season, finishing the year at 16-6-3 and 
6-3-1 in Big 12 action and continued 
the tradition of excellence for Nebraska 
soccer.

Texas scored the first goal of 
the game at the 31:59 mark, when Kati McBain 
passed the ball to Kelly Wilson, who served it 
right on target to Kelly McDonald, who put it 
past an outstretched Erin Miller from four yards 
out, Latham came back 10 minutes into the 
second half for her first breakaway of the night.

2002 Season 

Christine Latham rewrote the Nebraska record book in her final 
season as a Husker in 2002. The Calgary, Alberta, native was named 
to the first-team All-Big 12 squad and the NSCAA All-America team 
for the third consecutive season, contributing 35 points on 16 goals 
and three assists in 2002. 

Against Kansas, Latham became Nebraska's all-time Nebraska 
leading scorer with 147 points. From that point, she contributed 
20 additional points to improve the record to 167 career points. 

She also leads all Huskers with 69 goals in her four years in a 
Nebraska uniform. 

Latham also set the career record for game-winning goals with 
23, and she took more shots than anyone in Nebraska history, with 
400 in her career. 

She followed up the record-setting game at Kansas with her first 
multiple-goal game of the season in a 4-0 win over Missouri, 

Latham was consistent throughout the 2002 season, scoring in 
14 games, and producing eight game-winning goals. 

She scored 1.40 points per game in 2002, and took 4.44 shots 
per contest. 

Latham dominated the 2002 Big 12 Tournament, turning in her 
best performance of the season against No. 5 Texas. She left 
Longhorn defenders in her dust twice, to go one-on-one with the 
goalkeeper, winning both times for the two goals that kept the 
Huskers’ championship hopes alive. 

She also knocked in the first goal of the tournament against the 
Kansas Jayhawks. Her three goals in the tournament pushed her 
school record to 28 career points in Big 12 Tournament play. 

For her effort in the conference tournament, she was named the 
2002 Big 12 Tournament Offensive MVP. 

In the NCAA Tournament, Latham contributed two game-winning 
goals against Hartford and Yale in the first two rounds. She sent in 
a solid shot from 30 yards out to put the Huskers in front of Yale to 
move on to the Sweet 16. 

Latham tried to keep Nebraska's Elite Eight hopes alive against 
Santa Clara, scoring the Huskers' first goal after beating Bronco 
defender Chardonnay Poole to put the ball past the keeper at the

35:32 mark. Despite Latham’s outstanding effort, Nebraska came 
up short, 3-2, against SCU. 


2001 Season 

The 2001 Big 12 Player of the Year, Latham scored a conference- 
best 18 goals — including five game winners and added 10 assists. 
She scored at least one point in 19 of 22 contests, and posted six 
multiple-goal games. 

A 2001 Hermann Trophy finalist, Latham earned third-team 
NSCAA All-America honors, as well as first-team Soccer Buzz All- 
America accolades, She was also named to the NSCAA All-Central 
Region team. Latham was named Big 12 offensive player of the 
week Sept. 15, 2001, and was named to the Soccer America team 
of the week Oct. 15-21, 2001. 

With 46 points, Latham led the Big 12. She was also a Missouri 
Athletic Club and Soccer Buzz National Player-of-the-Year Finalist 
for the second consecutive season. 


2000 Season 

A powerful and relentless competitor, Latham scored 57 points on 
23 goals and 11 assists on her way to earning both Big 12 Player 
of-the-Year and All-America honors. She scored at least one goal 
in all but seven games, and notched six multiple-goal games. 

Latham’s 57 points marked the second-best single-season 
offensive output in Husker history, behind Kim Engesser’s 61-point 
effort in 1998. Latham's 23 goals put her at No. 3 on the Nebraska 
single-season chart, behind Engesser's 27 (1998) and 26 (1997). 

The Big 12 Conference Tournament MVP, Latham scored three 
goals and added three assists, as the Huskers won three straight 
games in San Antonio, Texas, to take home their second consecutive 
league tournament title. 

Latham earned offensive player-of-the-week honors from the 
conference on both Oct. 2 and Oct. 9, posting a total of 11 points 
against Missouri, Kansas, Texas and Texas A&M. In regular-season 
league action, Latham posted 12 goals and 29 points in 10 games.

Latham made an instant impact as a true freshman on a veteran 
Nebraska squad in 1999, tying Jenny Benson for third on the team 
with 29 points on 12 goals and five assists. Latham's 12 goals 
trailed only Meghan Anderson's 21 for the team lead. Latham posted 
game-winning goals in Nebraska's regular-season win over Missouri 
and the Huskers' 2-1 win over the Tigers in the Big 12 title game. 
She added game-winning assists against Connecticut and Kansas. 
Latham appeared in 23 games and made four starts, which came in 
the regular season against Texas A&M, Texas, Denver and Missouri. 
She notched her first career goal in a 6-0 win over Oral Roberts and 
added her first career assist in a 5-1 win at Kentucky. 

Latham produced three multiple-goal games with two goals and 
four points against Colorado and Missouri in the regular season, 
and Baylor in the Big 12 Tournament.

Latham scored one of Canada's four goals during the Canadian 
National Team's European Tour in June 2001. She also played with 
the Canadian National Team at the Pacific Cup and the Gold Cup 
during the summer of 2000.

2002 Season 


Kori Saunders had one of her most productive seasons as a Husker, 
contributing 22 paints on nine goals and four assists in 2002, 

She helped boost the NU offense in the NCAA Tournament, assisting 
Christine Latham on the game-winning goal and adding a goal of her own 
against Hartford In the first round. 

Saunders helped pace Nebraska to four consecutive shutouts Oct. 
11-20. The Overland Park, Kan., native scored the final two goals of the 
game against Baylor to help NU extend the streak. 

She scored two game-winning goals (Missouri, Memphis) in her senior 
season. She started 24 games for the Huskers and put in valuable 
minutes at the forward and midfield positions. 

Saunders finished eighth on Nebraska's all-time scoring list with 74 
career points, and her 27 career goals ranked seventh in NU history, 


2001 Season 


A physical force for the Huskers, Saunders ranked third on the team 
with 21 points on eight goals and five assists, and was named second- 
team All-Big 12 Conference. She recorded her first career hat trick with 
a three-goal performance at then-No. 10 Texas A&M, and then added a 
two-goal effort at USC. 

She was also named to the Big 12 All-Tournament team. 

Saunders scored single goals against Northern lowa, Missouri, and 
Texas A&M in the Big 12 Tournament. Three of her assists in 2001 were 
game winners (Baylor, OSU and Boston College). 


2000 Season 


Despite being cut severely when she fell through a glass table in early 
August, Saunders returned in midseason to add a physical presence in the 
Husker midfield, recording two goals and six assists en route to earning 
second-team All-Big 12 honors. After missing Nebraska's first 10 games, 
Saunders returned against Missouri on Sept. 29, The sophomore notched 
two goals in a 6-1 win over Oklahoma State on Oct. 13. 

Saunders was rushed to BryanLGH Medical Center by ambulance on 
Aug. 10, after a glass and wood table that she was sitting on collapsed 
while she and several other soccer players were playing video games in 
her apartment. 

An eight-inch shard of glass penetrated Saunders back and entered a 
space surrounding her right kidney. The piece of glass, which Saunders 
removed herself, slit her ureter. The glass also chipped a vertebrae, but 
missed several vital structures on its entry into her back, 


1999 Season 

Saunders ranked seventh among the Huskers with 21 points and 
fifth on the tearn with eight goals to go along with her five assists. She 
appeared in all 25 games, including four starts in place of an injured Amy 
Walsh. Saunders scored her biggest goal with the first tally against No. 
22 Stanford to help the Huskers to a 2-1 win. 

Saunders scored her first career goal in NU's win over No. 12 
Connecticut, and added her first assist in a 3-2 win over No. 19 Portland. 
Sauders produced the first two-goal performance of her career against 


Texas Tech in the Big 12 Tournament. She added a goal against No, 22 
Baylor in the tournament semifinals to cap a streak of four straight games 
with at least one goal. She had a two-assist effort against Colorado, 

A solid student, Saunders claimed a spot on the Big 12 Carnmissioner's 
Academic Honor Roll.

Saunders was one of eight finalists for Gatorade Circle of Champions 
National Player-of-the-Year honors and was listed as one of Soccer 
America's Top 25 recruits in the nation. She was the 1998 and 1999 
Missouri Player of the Year and the Kansas City Metro Area Player of the 
Year in 1997 and 1998. Saunders was a three-time first-team all-stater 
at St. Teresa's Academy in Kansas City, Mo. She led St. Teresa's to 
state runner-up finishes in both 1998 and 1999. 

She holds the Missouri high school record with a remarkable 281 
points on 111 goals and 59 assists. She scored 104 points on 42 goals 
and 20 assists as a junior. but had to settle for 67 points on 23 goals and 
21 assists as a senior. As a sophomore, Saunders helped St. Teresa's 
to a third-place finish in the state, scoring 98 points on 40 goals and 18 
assists for Coach Chris Lawson. She also earned first-team all-state 
and all-metro honors from the Kansas City Star all three seasons. 

In addition to her soccer honors, Saunders was a first-team All-Metro 
softball player in 1998, and earned three letters as the No. 1 singles 
player on St. Teresa's tennis team. She also played basketball for one 
season and wrote for the school newspaper.
